This difference in religion 
was soon felt to be a most disturbing element 
in the Swiss Confederacy, and led to some 
bloody passages in the history.

AND THEOL. EDUCATION AT THE WEST. 

Troy, Nov. 5, 1847. 

This Society held its fourth anniversary in Troy, 
on the 27th and 23h of October, 1847, 

On Wednesday evening the annual sermon was 
preached, im the Second Street Presbyterian 
Church (Rev. Mr. Andrews’) by Rev. Leonard 
Bacon, D. D. of New Haven, Conn. His text was 
in Acts 19th chapter, Oth and 10th verses; 
“Disputing daily in the school of one Tyrannms. 
And this continued by the space of two years.” 

This passage wes regarded by the preacher as 
bringing to view an important feature in the Ja- 
bors of the apostle to the Gentiles. The ob- 
ject of Paul was the fulfilment of this great com- 
mission to turn the people of the nations from 
darkness to light, and from the power of satan un- 
to God. To this end the gospel, by which this 
transformation was to be effected, nmst have a pere 
menent position in the great centres of attraction 
and of influence. In one of the principal of these 
the apostle now was; amid the wealth, the taste, 
the arts, as welf as the vices, the juggling and 
the idolatries of Athens. Here were the’schools 
of Grecian literature, science and philosophy, 
Llere, too, were Jews with their synagogue, and 
ainong them disciples of Jolin, looking for “ Him 
who should come after him.” 

Having encountered such opposition in the syn- 
sgogue as precluded the expectation of success, 
and perhaps whe possibility of further efforts there, 
where should the aposties next turn? To the lit- 
tle meeting in some sec!uded chaniber, of the few 
disciples who went ont with him from the syna- 
gogue? But this would not afford an adequate 
field for the enginery which he was commissioned 
to employ for the moral renovation of the world. 

Whether through some favorable religious im- 
pression on the heart of Tyrannus or from the 
sympathetic courtesies of philosophic and culti- 
vated minds, there was opened to him this school 
of Greek philosophy. Not Sunday school nur « 
school for primary instraction, but a school siming 
at the most thorongh education which the civiliza- 
tion of Greece and Rome could impart. 

Adverting to this first attempt to extend the 
christian religion by an alliance with institutions 
of learning, Dr. B. claimed it as o justification, 
from apostolic example, of tle grent enterprise of 
christwn patriotiem and philanthropy undertaken 
by this Society. As encouraging the Society to 
imitate the example of Pou! and to press forward 
in the work, with an enlargement of views and 
plane suited to the exigencies of our country and 
of the world, he proposed to exainine some of the 
relations of christianity to learning, and especially 
to educational insti 





The two principal topics were the tendency of, 
christianity to produce a ciaes of learned men, and 
to establish for itse!f educational institutions, and 
the usefulness of learned christian men and seam 
of christian learning in promoting the influence 
and advancement of chrigtianity.

True, enough is 
known, wen on the testimony of its agents, and 
the disassions of its abettors and admirers, to 
brand ij as a tissue of ontrages and horrors. 
What nore of this sort might be disclosed to cover 
it withetill deeper infamy, we know not, and care 
little w inquire; but, froin a recent letter to one

City Missions. 

The Boston City Missionary Society held a 
meeting in Mount Vernon Church, last Sabbath 
evening. Rev. Mr. Oviatt, the General Agent 
of the Society, gave a concise statement of the 
operations of the Society for the last six months. 

Since the last meeting of the Society, in April, 
the hall over the Old Colony railroad depot, 
has been leased as a place of public worship; 
this hall has 500 seats, a congregation of about 
350 worship here, and the present indications are 
that a church will soon be organized. Rev. Mr.

this congregation, has accepted an invitation to 
labor in the formation of a new Orthodox suciety 
in Hingham where we understand, he has the 
most flattering prospects of success. 

A converted Irish papist has been employed to 
labor among the Roman Catholics of the city ; 
he has been engaged in this service since June ; he 
has been treated with kindness by the people whom 
he has visited, and has found a willingness to 
vear and converse about the things which pertain 
to religion. 


Sraeap or Romanism.—With all the ery of 
danger about the spread of Romanism in the 
Weet, we find the Jesuits and the various orders of 
the Roman Church have been creeping into New 
England, and have spread themselves over the land 
of the Pilgrims, At Worcester, inthe very centre 
of New Eng!and, is a Jesuit College, styled “The 
College of the Holy Cross.” Siz Jesuit Priests 
are Professors in that institution, besides three 
Scholastics, who are Jesuits and Teachers. During 
the last year there have been one hundred and 
thirty scholars, who are boarders in the College. 

They have also various kinds of schools scatter- 
ed over New England, and among others, Sabbath 
schools. In one of the cities these schools are 
numerously attended. It has been ascertained, says 
the American Protestant, “in one city, that more 
than one fourth of all the children who have been in 
these school for the last five years, have come from 
Protestant families. W \vo would bave thought this 
could be the case in Protestant New England, in 
Boston, the very city of the Pilgrims.” 

Should inquiries be made, facts as startling as 
the above might be developed in other parts of the 
land. There are many children of Protestants in 
our country whose education is committed to teach- 
ers who are connected with the Church of Rome. 
Many of them are captivated by the display, and

SwitteRtanv.— Our private letters from Berne, 
of the 13th instant, announce that the relations of 
the Canton of Neufchatel with the Vorort are be- 
coming every day more complicated, in conse- 
e of the seizure of the arms furnished by the 
rench Government for the use of the Sonder- 
bund. The President of the canton, in his inter- 
view with M. Stockmar, the Federal comiission- 
er, denied that he had favored the transmission of 
thearme seized, but that, on the contrary, he had 
written to the authorities of the department of 
the Doubs, to forbid that any arms or ammunition 
should be sent through the canton of Neufchatel. 
In the course of his explanations the President 
became warm, and charged the Federal Commis- 
sioner with creating embarrassment in order to 
withdraw the canton from the domination of the 
King of Prussia. Thereupon, so violent a scene 
ensued that the President declared that he would 
break off all communication with M. Stockmar, 
and sent the Councillor of State Calame to Berne, 
to complain and to demand the recal of M. 
Stockmar. To this demand the Vorort peremp- 
torily refused to assent, and added, that if the 
representations made by M. Stockmar did not re- 
ceive due attention the Vorort would occupy the 
canton of: Neufchatel with a military force. It 
appears further from our private letters, that con- 
siderable irritation prevails in the canton of Neuf- 
chatel, and that much dissatisfaction is felt at the 
course pu by the Government. In addition 
to this unpleasant difference, another cause of 
danger to the tranquillity of the cantons has aris- 
en in Friburg, where the Government has com- 
manded its militia to prepare to place itself un- 
der the orders of the Sonderbund. The Protes- 
tant district of Morat, however, has refused to sup- 
ply its contingent, and should the local govern- 
ment use force to compel them, it will afford an 
opportunity to the Vorort to send an army to the as- 
sistance of the district of Morat.—T'imes. 


Iraty.—The Austrains gave up Ferrara on the 
3d inst. to the Pontifical troops. His Holiness 
tried, without effect, mild and conciliating remon- 
strances to induce the Austrian cabinet to with- 
draw the troops. He then, it is said, informed 
Count Lutzow, that if human means failed to ena- 
ble him to preserve the trust which had been con- 
fided to him, he would have recourse to divine 
means. He would first address himself to the 
whole christian world, and if after that Austria 
should persist in keeping her troops in the city of 
Ferrara, he would be compelled to resort to ex- 
communication. Before this threat Austria re- 
coiled. The guard houses of the town were sur 
rendered by the Austrian troops to the national 
guard. 


Rome continues perfectly quiet. The people 


seem to have received this news with dignified ( 


tranquility. The election of the officers of the na- 
tional guard was proceeding without any extraor- 
dinary excitement. Happily the fears of the re- 
tirement of Cardinal Feretti were unfounded. 

It is said that the Pope addressed a letter to the 

King of Napies, in which his Holiness expresses 
his regret that the useful reforms which he judged 
Wt necessary to adopt in his own doininions should 
be taken as a pretext of revolt in neighboring 
States ; but at the same time he impressed on the 
King the expediency of a timely concession of 
wise reforms. The accounts respecting the in- 
surgents in the two Sicilies are still contradictory. 
In Lucea the liberty of the press has been de- 
clared, but with such restrictions as to reduce the 
right to nothing. 

Silk Manufacture. —M. Nigre, a Frenchman, 
who for seventeen years has heen carrying on in 
Vienna an extensive silk manufactury, which he 
has recently sold, has gone to Erika, Asia Minor, 
where he is empioyed to form an establishment of 
the same kind under the orders of the Turkish 

ernment. M. Nigre has carried with him five 
andred skilful workinen, each of whom is under 
engagements to teach such apprentices as shal! 
be placed under his care. All the machines nec- 
essary for the establishment to be set up at Erika 
have been made at Vienna, and sent to their des- 
Unation from Arpad by water.

A Letter from a German to his Father. 
Land. 

The Milwaukie (Wisconsin) paper publishes a translation 
of a letter in the Sehnell Post from a German in that Terri- 
tory, to his friends in Germany. It manifests how much our 
privileges are prized by those who never previously enjoyed 

“ Dear Frienps :—We arrived at America 
in good health, We reached Milwaukie on 
the 10th of July, and hope that this letter will 
find you in good health. We have all been 
sea-sick, but nobody died. The 3d of July 
we took the steamboat to Albany, and there 
took the railioad for Milwaukie. We then 
bought land of the State. I, John ——, bought 
me eighty acres, (that is, in German, 120 mor- 
gen.) Then we went by wagon to a place 
thirty-six miles from Milwaukie, where we 
could feast our eyes on trees. There I built 
me a house of trees 28 feet long and 18 feet 


j square miles, over half a millon more than
